At this particular time great inter­ 
est centers about the Rose jaw which 
made it possible tor a count> local 
option election to be held in Columbi­ 
ana county.

torium Friday evening. 
The 
w eek's 
meetings drew to a close with the 
most enthusiastic gathering and wltn 
two of the hi >t speeches of the pro­ 
gram. 
T he hall was filled with ad 
vocabets of prohibition and st I 'ctions 
by the male sextette contributed to 
the interest manifested. 
The Nile- m inister opened the m eet­ 
ing by speaking in behalf ot tem per­ 
ance 
lit« declared th a t the saloons 
are crying out * Let us alone” and these 
same saloons are m onster evils. *'*.te 
saloon is a monster, 
lie said, 
that 
has no head to think, no eyes fb see 
but a mouth in which to stow its 
victim s.” 
In his talk he claimed tnat 
the men who consume the liquor pay 
the taxes while the saloonists get n t h. 
There is a value of $100 per capita in 
Maine but only $16 per capita in Ohio. 
“Maine is dry—th at’s the difference,” 
he explained. 
”1 am chuck full of prohibition, 
Rev. Mr. Danford said. 
”1 am on 
the side of God an-t th at is the safe 
side for God said 'no drunkard shall 
enter the kingdom of heaven.’ ’’ 
Ex-Mayor Rice of Canton was then 
introduced and was greeted with ap­ 
plause by his many Salem friends who 
were present. 
W ith a 
comm anding 
presence, a gift of oratorical talent 
and a thorough acquaintance of his 
subject, the speaker held th e closest 
attention of his audience. He attacked 
the liquor interests, their m ethods of 
gaining the top hand in jKilitics and 
the D em ocratic party for entering into 
their business schemes. 
His t/iows 
were straight from the shoulder and 
landed with such force that his audi­ 
ence was deeply im pressed with his 
rem arks. 
A fter exposing the state liquor inter­ 
ests. Hon. Mr. Rice took up The busi­ 


n e s s end of the local option situation 
and announced his intention to hit the 
liquor trattie a blow like 1 .incoin did 
the slave ow ners aftt r he had said, 
“When I get a chance to hit, I will 
hit hard.” 
He scored the Personal 
Liberty leagut— or the liquor leagm— 
of S tark county and exposed the m eth­ 
ods of the Brew ers association ot that 
county in sum moning all county can­ 
didates before them in a meeting and 
t* mantling expressions of how the} in­ 
tended to treat the liquor interests 
should they be elected to office. 
He 
spoke of a meeting betw een himself 
and the secretary of the Canton brew­ 
ers’ association during which file lat­ 
ter attem pted to pledge Mr. Rice not 
to support any institution that was 
against his business. 
In slighting his 
request, Mr. Rice brought to bear upon 
tho secretary the fact th a t the public 
schools and churches would ifaTB to 
be torn down, for “they are iustitu 
tions against your business. 
“W hat has the saloon contributed 
to society th at is a 
benefit! 
the* 
speaker inquired of his audience. “The 
saloon has caused m ore suffering in 
the world than all the fam ines and 
wars. 
A billion and a half of dollars 
are spent for liquor each year wnlle 
too many things th at are ho.“} are 
given to the* dogs.” 
The 
speaker 
produced 
statistics 
which tended to prove th at prohibi­ 
tion will not result in a loss in busi­ 
ness interests. 
He declared tnat m e 
business man does not get his rent 
because the renter spends his money 
in saloons and hence so many uncol­ 
lectable accounts on his books. 
He 
said th at $20,000 is taken from the 
pockets of the Salem people each yeai 
to pay the licenses of local sales'usts 
while Ln all $80,nu0 is taken from the 
poor of th is city to support saloons 
“Suppose you spend th at on im prov­ 
ing and cleaning your streets, beau­ 
tifying the school grounds and other 
public places and building parks. Ana 
suppose you spend the county s money 
in im proving the highways instead or 
supporting the saloons,” he said.

W. Danford or Niles, the ’’dry»' of 
Salem closed the present cam paign 
for county local option at a rousing 
mass meeting held at the Globe audl 
torium Friday evening. 
The 
w eek’s 
meetings drew to a close with the 
most enthusiastic gathering and with 
two of the best speeches of the pro 
gram. 
The hall was filled with au 
vocates of prohibition and stl'c tio n s 
by the male sextette contributed to 
the Interest manifested. 
The Nilds m inister opened the meet 
ing by speaking ¡11 behalf of tem per 
ance. 
He declared th a t the saloons 
are crying out "Ijet us alone” and these 
sam e saloons are m onster evils. * * ie 
saloon is a m onster,” he said, 
that 
has no head to think, no eyes ft» see 
but a mouth in which to stow its 
victim s.” 
In his talk he claimed tnat 
the men who consum e the liquor pay 
the tax- s while the saloonists get ricn 
There is a value of $100 per capita in 
Maine hut only $10 per capita In Ohio. 
Maine is dry—th a t’s the difference,” 
he explained. 
” 1 am chuck full of prohibition. 
Rev. Mr. Danford said. 
**1 am on 
the side of God and th a t is the safe 
side for God said ’no drunkard snail 
enter the kingdom of heaven.' 
Ex-Mayor Rice of Canton was then 
introduced, and was greeted with ap­ 
plause by his many Salem friends who 
present. 
W ith a 
comm anding 
presence, a gift of oratorical talent 
and a thorough acquaintance of his 
subject, the speaker held th e closest 
attention of his audience. He attacked 
the liquor interests, their m ethods of 
gaining the top hand in politics and 
th*' Democratic party for entering into 
their business schem es. 
His blows 
w ere straight from the shoulder and 
landed with such force th at his audi­ 
ence was deeply im pressed with his 
rem arks. 
A fter exposing the state liquor inter­ 
ests. Hon. Mr. Rice took up the busi­ 
ness end of the local option situation 
and announced his intention to hit the 
liquor traffic a blow like Lincoln did 
the slave ow ners after he had said, 
“W hen 1 get a chance to hit, 1 will 
hit hard.” 
He scored the Personal 
dberty league—or the liquor league ■ 
of Stark county and exposed the m eth­ 
ods of the B rew ers’ association ot that 
county in sum moning all county can­ 
didates before them in a meeting and 
fem anding expressions of how they in 
tended to treat the liquor interests 
should they be elected to office, 
He 
spoke of a m eeting betw een himself 
and the secretary of the Canton brew­ 
ers’ association during which uie lat­ 
ter attem pted to pledge Mr. Rice not 
to support any institution th at was 
against his business. 
In slighting ills 
request, Mr. Rice brought to bear upon 
the secretary the fact th a t the publh 
schools and churches would ffiiTe to 
be torn down, for “they are m sutu 
tions against your business. 
W hat has th e saloon contributed 
to society th at is a 
benefit’.' 
the 
speaker inquired of his audience. 
I he 
saloon has caused more suffering in 
the world than all the fam ines and 
wars. 
A billion and a half of dollars 
are spent for liquor each y«-ar wnile 
too many things th at are ho.'* are 
given to the dogs.” 
The 
speaker 
produced 
statistics 
which tended to prove that prohibi­ 
tion will not result in a loss in Busi­ 
ness interests. 
He declared tn at the 
business man does not get his rent 
because the renter spends his money 
in saloons and hence so many uncoi- 
lectable accounts on his books. 
Ht 
said th at $20,000 is taken from the 
pockets of the Salem people each yeai 
to pay the licenses of local sak x 'lists 
while in all $80,000 is taken from tne 
poor of th is city to support saloons 
“Suppose you spend th at on improv­ 
ing and .cleaning your streets, beau 
tifying the school grounds and other 
public places and building parks. Ana 
suppose you spend the county 's money 
In im proving the highways instead of 
supporting the saloons, 
he said 
you, business men, vote wet at tne 
polLs Saturday you should furnish your 
boys with money to spend in the sa 
loon." 
Mr. Rice closed his rem arks w’itn 
final plea for the business man to 
vote for the Interest* of bis business 
and for the interests of the entire com­ 
m unity and stated that he hoped to
